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Mitsuru Usuba: The Northernmost Locality of Ceratopteris thalictroides ( Adiantaceae ) 
on the Pasific Ocean Side of Japan 


Summary : Ceratopteris thalictroides (L.) Brongn. 
(Adiantaceae) was newly found in paddy fields of 
Iwaki, Fukushima Prefi, northern Japan. This is the 
northernmost locality of this species on the Pacific 
Ocean side of Japan.
